The Japanese Embassy said the grant aid for debt relief would 
be made available by the end of this month and was completely united. It could

Population; Hydroelectric Potential 
Vientian® SIANG PASASON in Lao 11 Nov 80 pp 2,3 


[Excerpt] We have seen that this province has rushing streams and high mountains, 
but it also has rivers in every district such as: the Ma, the Sam, the Neun, and 
the Khan. There are waterfalls and rapids in dozens of places which could be used 
for hydroelectr.c stations. In addition Houa Phan Province is an area of fertile 
earth, abundant water, and various climatic conditions. Rainfall averages from 
100 to 160 m.llimeters per year. The temperature does not go over 40 degrees, and 
it does not get colder than 5 degrees. 





it is mot just for these reasons alone that Houa Phan could be considered fortun- 
ate; it also has abundant natural resources. ‘So far province officials have sur- 
veyed four fifths of the province. They have discovered lead deposits, khamliniyon 
[as published, possibly aluminum) (in Sam Tai), sulfur and iron (in Sam Newa), and 
Manganese springs (in Viang Sai). Of special note, there are six hot springs in 
the province whose temperature ranges from 50 to 100 degrees. 


Amid all this abundance Houa Phan Province has many valuable kinds of timber, such 
ast longleng [translation unknown) pine, benedin, keteeleria and bamboo, etc. 

The animals of this province include tigers, elephants, rhinoceros, deer, monkeys 
and many kinds of omall animals. 


Administ ration 


Houa Phan Province has always been divided into six districts or the "Six of Houa 
Phan” as they say. These are: Sam Neva District (the principal district of the 
province), Vieng Sai District (formerly Soi District), Siang Kho District, Sam 

Tai District, Houa Meuang District and Vieng Thong District (formerly Son District). 
Now there are 61 cantons, 783 villages and a total of more than 179,000 inhabi- 
tants, which is 14.4 percent of the total population of the country. On the aver- 
age there is one ‘square) kilometer for every eight people. There are a total of 
three nationali-.es and 20 tribes; of these the Lao Loum account for 11 tribes, 
the Lao Theung account for five tribes and the Lao Soung account for four tribes. 
All these nationalities and tribes have different custome and cultures. They live 
on the plans and in the mountains.

Economic Activity 


Houa Phan Province was actually liberated decades ago, but during that time the 
province received heavy war damage. The people, soldiers, and cadres had to move 
to the jungle because their houses and villages were destroyed as well as their 
fields, gardens and inheritances. 


After peace returned the multi-ethnic people of Houa Phan Province worked ali- 

out to gradually build up the economy and improve the standard of living. Of 

the many sectors of the economy formerly only three sectors are left: the state 
sector, the collective sector and the private sector. In the last five years 

the state sector of Houa Phan Province has concentrated on building up the economic 
base of the state in many areas, for example: there is one cattle farm in Thong 
Phao of Mouang Peun, there are two fish raising farme in Siang Kho District and 
Viang Sai District, there is a tree nursery in Mouang Et, Siang Kho, and there 

is a cereals and starchy foods farm in Na Ang, Sam Neva. In addition each office 
and organization of the province capital raises crops and animals as a part of 

a mass drive. From 1975 to .980 they have raised more than 500 cattle and buffalo, 
more than 11,200 ewine, and more than 25,000 ducks and chickens. This shows that 
not only is the standard of living of the soldiers, cadres and workers improving 
but that the burden on the state is decreasing. 


In the past five years, especially in this province, they began with production 
solidarity movements, labor exchange and then to agricultural cooperatives. There 
are now 262 cooperatives with 12,252 families and more than 87,150 people. An 
average of 78.79 percent of the farmers of Houa Phan Province have joined agricul - 
tural cooperatives. This shows the level of advancement of the people of Houa 
Phan Province, who know of great sacrifice to revolutionary duty over decades. 























Agricultural Potential, War Destruction, Reset t lement 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 13 Nov 80 pp 2, 3 
[Text] Agriculture: 


While it is true that Houa Phan Province was liberated decades ago, the 
war damage was very heavy. The people were not able to clear land and build as 
much as they needed. They had to flee into the forest. Their houses and villages 
were destroyed and fields and gardens were overgrown as if never cleared. Their 
property and inheritance was lost to a large extent. In addition Houa Phan Prov- 
ince is mountainous over 70 percent of its area and only 20,000 hectares are on 
plains suitable for wetfield rice. 


Nevertheless during war as well as peace the multi-ethnic people of Houa Phan 
Province have stiven to support themselves in food. And during the last five 
years this province has been able to bring back neglected rice fields and make 
new ones totalling 2,488 hectares, which brings the total for rice fields to more 
than 12,000 hectares. In addition Houa Phan Province is conducting a mass drive 
to till dry season rice. At present the dry season rice fields have increased 

to more than 4,800 hectares. This is for the additional 550 hill tribe families 
who have left the mountains to farm wet rice, a total of 2453 people. 


Because of the increased use of science in agriculture the harvest has increased 
each year. Since 1979 Houa Phan Province has achieved a basic self-sufficiency 
in rice. According to province statistics the total rice harvest per year for 
the province is more than 56,960 tons. Each person receives an average of 300 
kilos of paddy. This does not include rice paid as taxes to the state. The rice 
paid as taxes and that sold to the state feeds the soldiers, cadres, and workers 
who are assigned here. At present Houa Phan Province no longer buys rice from 
the central government. 


In addition to its primary cultivation of rice, Houa Phan Province is also con- 
ducting a drive to cultivate starchy crops. According to still incomplete figures, 
from 1975 to '980 throughout the province they raised more than 10 million hills 
of manioc, 20 tons of corn, and a lot of sweet potatoes and Sangkhu. 


Animal Husbandry 


It is generally true that Houa Phan Province does not have many farm animals 

when compared with the provinces on the plain. This is because the conditions 

do not permit. Before the war of destruction of the American imperialists there 
were throughout the province 79,268 water buffalo, more than 8100 cattle, 5123 
horses, and 287,426 pigs. After peace returned there were only 34,680 water buf- 
falo, 3130 cattle, 3206 horses, 116,743 pigs and 1367 goats. 


In order to meet the demand for food of the soldiers, cadres and people, the 
party committee and the administration mobilized the people to raise animals of 
all sorts. In the past five years the numbers of animals of all types increased 
from 20 to 30 percent. Water buffalo increased more than 56,430, cattle increased 
more than 22,925, horses increased 17,426, goats increased 36,178, pigs increased 
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282,816, and ducks and chickens increased more tnan 1,256,000, At present there 
are an average of two to three water buffalo per family, and there are three to 
four working water buffalo per hectare of rice field, 


Irrigation 


Since Houa Phan Province is an area with mountains, dense forests, and many streams, 
the people generally have used irrigation for some time. But formerly the irriga- 
tion canals were not built to last, and they were narrow and spread out. With 

the establishment of the new regime five years ago Houa Phan Province began to 

build medium-sized irrigation canals in 15 locations and small ones in more than 
2500 locations. These are able to irrigate 6427 hectares. Now the people of 

Houa Phan Province irrigate 100 percent of their rice fields. 


Industry, SRV Trade Links 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 13 Nov 80 pp 2, 3 
[Excerpt] Industry and Trade 


Since the war Houa Phan Province has developed many small industries. After our 
country became completely liberated, the central authorities moved to the capital 

of Vientiane and various shops and factories were allotted to Houa Phan. Among 

them were the "12 October" Textile Plant, the "23 March" Carmonts Works, a machinery 
shop, an apothecary, and four hydroelectric stations generating 200 kilowatts. 

In the first five years in addition to improving and using these plants, Houa 

Phan Province also built an auto repair shop, a medium-sized saw mill and improved 
and built rice mills for the province capital and each of the districts. This 
provides a basis for Houva Phan Province to develop and build up the nation in 

its own area. 


Comme rce 


Houa Phan Province has conducted commercial activities since 1969. There are 

more than 300 types of goods imported from the capital and from foreign countries. 
Most are household items, or are used for boasting production or for culture and 
education in the province. Exports include industrial products, handicrafts, 
agricultural goods, and goods gathered in the forest. Each year these amount 

to 30 million kip. 


In 1980 there were 21 state stores throughout the province. They were to be found 
in every district. There were 31 cooperative stores, which was 12 more than ex- 
pected. In addition Houa Phan Province trades with Thanh Hoa Province and Son 

La Province in the Socialist Republic of Vietnam. 


Transportation 


During the war for national liberation Houa Phan Province built 384 kms of vehicle 
roads to serve the front lines. Since the establishment of the new regime the 
party commit ee and the administration of Houa Phan Province mobilized the soldiers, 
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cares, workers, and multi-ethnic people to improve roads and build new ones total 
ling 336 kilometers. They brought 184 kilometers of old road up to standard, 
There are 176 kilometers of paved roads. Now Houa Phan Province has vehicle roads 
cofihecting six districts and 40 cantons. in addition they built nine medium-steed 
bridges of concrete and steel. They built three large docks. And Houa Phan 
Province set up 208 units of various kinds; 21 are cargo boat units and 124 are 
combined units. They are to insure that the traffic of goods in various locali- 
ties proceeds more smoothly than before.

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CHINESE, INDIAN PARTIES DISPUTE OVER SENATE SEAT 


Selangor KIN KWOK DAILY NEWS in Chinese 27 Jan 81 p 3 


(Text) To defend the honor of the Chinese race and the Malaysian Chinese 
Association, as well ae the position of the ethnic Chinese in the Senate, Datuk 
Lee Kim Sye, general chairman of the Malaysian Chinese Youth League, accepted 
the challenge of Samy Vellu, deputy chairman of the Malaysian Indian Congress, 
today. 





Datuk Lee declared: “I am awaiting Datuk Samy Vellu's promise to relinquish his 
seat at the House of Representatives representing the Ho Hong constituency, and 
I am already prepared to quit at any time my position at the State Assembly 
representing the Banau constituency." 


Datuk Lee made this firm statement during a press conference at the auditorium of 
the Malaysian Chinese Association [MCA] in Selangor this afternoon, in the 
presence of ranking officials of hie party. 


He produced a signed letter of resignation, saying it is ready for delivery to 
the chairman of the National Council for Local Government in Selangor as soon as 
Samy Vellu has resigned from his parliamentary seat. 


Datuk Lee, who is concurrently chairman of the Selangor MCA, explained that in 
order to defend the position of the Chinese race in the Senate, he has invited 
Samy Vellu to come to the Ho Hong election constituency to hold a public debate 

on the issue of governmental seats. However, the other party rejected the debate 
suggestion and instead challenged Datuk Lee to resign his Banau constituency 
assembly seat, so a by-election could be held in the Ho Hong election constituency. 


Datuk Lee firmly stated that he was ever-ready to take up Samy Vellu's challenge 
in order to defend the position of the ethnic Chinese in the Senate, and that he 
was prepared to have his letter of resignation delivered to the National Council 
in Selangor, so he could meet face to face with Samy Vellu at Ho Hong. 


Datuk Lee solemly pointed out that this challenge is a omall matter to him but 
concerns the honor of the Chinese race and the Malaysian Chinese Association, as 

it arose from the issue of Senate seats. He added that in his position as general 
chairman of the MCA and the Malaysian Chinese Youtn League, he would continue to 
imevervingly safeguard the national and party position and he pledged that he would 
carry out his safeguard action without reservation. 
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The tesue, which has engendered an intense dispute, concerned the two seats 
available in the Senate at Selangor. One of them is reserved for the United Malay 
National Organization (UMNO), while the other, according to Samy Vellu, should be 
held alternately between the Malaysian Chinese Association (MCA) and the Malay@ian 
Indian Congress (MIC). On the other hand, the MCA claimed that this seat has 
always been the possession of thie party, without compromise, 


Although both parties are members of the National Council for Local Government, 
they have differing standpoints and neither will make any concession and sacrifice 
ite interests, The controversy has developed into a heated “cold war" involving 
Datuk Lee Kim Sye and Datuk Samy Vellu, one demanding that the other resign his 


respective post. 


Furthermore, the general chairman of the Malaysian Chinese Youth League claimed 
that in the next general elections the MCA may wrest away the parliarentary seats 
presently held by the Malaysian Indian Congress. 





Datuk Lee Kim Sye denied that the MCA ever reached an understanding with the MIC 
and the Selangor state minister concerning the issue of the Senate seats. He said: 
"We never compromised before, and we will not compromise in the future, either.” 


He added: “Since the Independence, the two Senate seats in Selangor have always 
been held by the MCA and UMNO, and the MCA never once suggested to hold one of the 
seats on 4 rotation basis with the MIC." He refuted a statement by the MIC pur- 
porting that the UMNO once expressed the rotation idea concerning the disputed 
seat. 


Thus far the top leadership in the National Council has not issued any directive 
on the matter. The chairman of this council has not uttered any comment, but it 

is believed that the council will intervene in the near future in order to maintain 
the mutual understanding and wmity of the council membership. 


According to a press report from Kuala Lumpur dated 26 January, the verbal con- 
frontation between the MCA and MIC has become more intense than ever. 


Datuk Samy Vellu, deputy chairman of the MIC, yesterday challenged Datuk Lee Kim 
Sye to resign his Banau assembly post and come to the Ho lbng election constituency 
to have a debate with him, in response to Datuk Lee's earlier challenge. Datuk Lee 
had called on Samy Vellu to quit his parliamentary seat representing the Ho Hong 
constituency. 


Samy Vellu said last night that he has brought the dispute to the attention of 
the Selangor National Council leadership to be handled accordingly. 


He stressed: “Selangor State Minister Datuk Omar is aleo concurrently chairman of 
the Selangor National Council. He attended the meeting in 1978 and agreed to the 
Senate seat being held alternately between the two political parties." 


Datuk Samy Vellu said that the best thing would be for the State Minister to de- 
cide which party will hold the seat in question for the forthcoming new tern. 














Hie elaborated that an understanding wae reached } years ago, whereby the Senate 
seat wae to be held alternately between the MCA and MIC for a period of 3 yeare 
each, The MCA has denied the existence of such an agreement. The MIC pointed out 
that the MCA's tenure of office for thie Senate seat expired on 21 December last 
year and that it is now the MIC's turn to take charge of it, 


Datuk Samy Vellu said he would strive to get thie Senate seat for hie party. At 
present the seat is occupied by Mr Yap Peng. 


The other seat is held by a member of the United Malay National Organization 
(UMNO).

CIVIC LEADER URGES REPRESENTATIVES TO STAND FIRM

[Text] Datuk Lee Kim Sye, general chairman of Selangor Malaysian Chinese Asso- 
ciation (MCA) urged all MCA-recommended representatives in Selangor's eight 
district councils and three city councils to stand firmly and fearlessly, and speak 
in accordance with justice when dealing with people's problems, particularly the 
rights and equal treatment of Chinese nationals. 


He made this remark in a speech delivered at a panel discussion among new MCA- 
recommended representatives of district and city councils held at the Hilton Hotel 
in Kuala Lumpur yesterday. He urged the new councilmen to speak out their minds 
during official meetings and not to be apprehensive of their possible recall. 


He said: “As long as they present the difficult problems and inner voices of their 
constituencies during council meetings, they will enjoy the full backing of the 
Malaysian Chinese Association." 


Datuk Lee Kim Sye pointed out that the MCA has recommended 11 district councilors 
to sit in Selangor's 8 district councils and 19 city councilors in the state's 

3 city councils. The recommendations were based on the following criteria: 

1) The ability to grasp and speak the national [Malaysian] language or 2) The 
possession of professional knowledge or 3) The talent of being a stateeman and 
4) The status of a social standing. 


He added: “The appointment to become a district or city councilor is based on 
the people's benefit and aspirations. Therefore, all district or city councilors 
are representatives of the people. They should do their utmost in helping solve 
the problems of the common people, especially all the difficult problems faced by 
the Chinese nationals. The Chinese councilors sitting in various district and 
city councils on MCA's recommendations are representatives of local Chinese com- 
munities, and they are accountable to the masses. 


He pointed out: “The duties of a Chinese district or city councilor require him 
to build up the confidence of the people at the grassroots level, particularly 
among the ethnic Chinese masses, in the national government, and at the same time 
to form a good image of the government through practical acts which effectively 
solve the problems of the people." 








Datuk Lee Kim Sye pointed out that to become a Chinese district or city councilor 
is not an honor, but a responsibility and an obligation. You must look the facts 
atraight in the eye and do your best to fulfill what ie expected of you by the 
people in terms of your responsibilities and duties." 


Hie would like to see that every person selected to represent the Chinese in a 
district or city council will give full play of his resoluteness, capability and 
epirit in serving the people. If there ie a person who thinks that this appoint- 
ment ie merely a sort of honor and who bungles his job, Datuk Lee said he would 
not hesitate to recall this person in the interests of the Chinese and the people 
in general.

CABINET EXPANSION INTERESTS DEFUNCT PARTIES

[Text] Lahore, March 3--The reports that the proposed expanded Cabinet would 
include some political figures have created a good deal of interest and excite- 
ment among some of the defunct political parties. 


One party which has discussed the issue threadbare and is reported to have ar- 
rived at a consensus is the defunct Muslim League (Pagara Group). The Central 
Executive of the body which met at the residence of Makhdoomzada Hasan Mahmud, 
some days ago is understood to be in favour of joining the Government provided 
some of ite terms are accepted by the Government of President Zia-ul-Haq. ine 
party wants that the future ministers from among its members should not be 
picked up by the Government directly but that the list should be provided by 
the Party leadership. Anybody violating the discipline of the organisation 
should be expelled. 


Similarly, the party would like to seek some assurances from the Government that 
the ministers would not be just “rubber stamps” but effective members of the 
Government who should be the final authority in matters of policy and decision- 
making. They would want a definite aseurance on questions like lifting of 
censorship and an announcement on ultimate transfer of power to the elected 
representatives. 


Political circles, ..wever, believe that the members of Pagara Group are fairly 
keen to join the Cabinet and any verbal assurance by the Government on the 
national issues would be enough to lure them in to the offices. Some of the 
senior members of the defunct party are understood to have said that the Organi- 
sation should wholeheartedly support the Government of General Zia-ul-Haq at 
this critical juncture. 


They also rule out the Party's affiliation to the newly formed nine-party alli- 
ance--MRD. (Movement for Restoration of Democracy) dubbing it as a Left-domi- 
nated organisation. They believe that the “Rightist and patriotic parties” 
should have an alliance of their own. In this regard Pir Sahib Pagara has 
already had some exploratory negotiations with the defunct JUP and other parties. 

















The defunct Jamaat~i-lelami is understood to be of the opinion that it should 
not join the Government at thie stage, It has, however, permitted the council: 
lore belonging to the Jamaat to accept nomination to the Federal and Provincial 
Councils, Whether or not, however, the Jamaat would be in 4 position to resist 
the temptation of joining the Cabinet once the Pagara Muslim League has done so, 
is anybody's guess, The example of July, 1977 isa still fresh in the memories 

of political circles, 


Another party willing to extend its cooperation in this regard is the Progres~ 
sive Peoples Party headed by Maulana Kausar Niazi who also wants some sort of 
assurances by the Government on the pressing national issues, 


The JUP, which at present ie not in favour of entering the Cabinet, will 
probably take a decision in a few days after Maulana Shah Almad Noorani returne 
home from abroad.

[Text] London, February 17--Brigadier Usman Khalid, who set up the Pakistan 
liberation movement after leaving the army about two years ago, today described 
as a “frame-up" the trial under the army act of five political activists, includ- 
ing Mr. Mazhar Ali Khan, on charges of revealing state secrets to the Libyan 
Government while on a clandestine visit. 


He rebutted the Pakistan Government's allegation that he had acted as an inter- 
mediary and denied that he had visited Libya. He said the entire move in falsely 
implicating the five activists was designed to curry favour with the Reagan 
administration which was hostile to Libya and had scant regard for human rights 
in Pakistan. 


One of the allegations against the five activists was that they had revealed the 
location of and security arrangements for Gen. Ziaul Haq's residence, according 
to Brig. Khalid. 


Among the activists held by the Pakistan Government are two women, Mrs. Farkhanda 
Bukhari, wife of the poet, Shorat Bukhari, and Mrs. Afzal Talees. They were 
arrested in early January, though the news was broken by the Urdu press this 
month. 


Most of those arrested had served prison sentences earlier on “trumped-up" 
charges. At least one of the two women had been held under the preventive 
detention act. 


What was extremely reprehensible, Brig. Khalid said, was the Pakistan Government's 
attempt to describe these persons as terrorists. They were even thought to be 
linked with some bomb explosions in Lahore. The fact was that they did not have 


the remotest connection with any such happening. 


Mr. Mazhar Ali Khan, a former MLA, the brigadier said, had visited the UK and the 
U.S. for about two weeks. He had absolutely no knowledge that he had gone to 
Libya without travel documents. 
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Pakistan and Libya have had an uneasy relationship for quite some time. Initially, 
Libya befriended Pakistan and is even alleged to have made available funds for 
Pakistan's atomic projects. VYakistan took a leading part in Libyan development 
projects and trained Libyan pilots. Later, these relations cooled down and Libya 
threatened to expel Pakistanis working there. Ultimately, they were allowed to 


atay on.

EEC TO PROVIDE AID FOR FISH HARBOR

financial assistance for rehabilitation and expansion of the existing Karachi 
Fish Harbour, APP officially learnt. 


An EEC mission headed by Mr Errich Muller, yesterday discussed in detail vari- 
ous aspects of development of Fish Harbour with Mr R.A. Akhund, Additional Chief 
Secretary (Development), Sind. 


Earlier Norconsult, a firm appointed by the Asian Development Bank, had pre- 
pared feasibility report on the improvement and expansion of Karachi Fish Har- 
bour on the basis of which the Asian Development Bank arranged assistance from 
EEC. 


Mr Muller, who arrived here on March 3 from Brussels, on Thursday visited the 
Fish Harbour to appraise the feasibility of the project. 


He suggested that location of both building yards should be changed and the 
existing chilling plant, which had outlived its utility, should be replaced by 
a new plant for which additional 2 million European currency unit (one EEC unit 
is equivalent to 1.2 dollar) will be needed. 


He also suggested measure for improving the Harbour's functioning. He also 
discussed the involvement of fishermen cooperative society, fish industry and 
Sind Government in the improvement of Fish Harbour. 


Before returning to Brussels on March 8, Mr Errich will also discuss the pro- 
ject with officials in Islamabad.--APP.

CEMENT OUTPUT CAPACITY BEING RAISED 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 8 Mar 81 p 5 


[Text] Production capacity of the cement industry in the country is being 
raised to some 7.38 million tonnes per annum in the next few years. This is 
planned to be done by the expansion of the projects in operation and by setting 
up of new plante both in the public and private sectors, according to a report. 


The present installed capacity of the ten cement plants, all in the public sec- 
tor, is some 3.75 million tonnes per annum. With the completion and commission- 
ing of the Mustehkam Cement (Expansion) Project, now under way, the total 
installed capacity would go up to 4.05 million tonnes per annum. 


Production of cement in the country during 1979-80 was about 3.3 million tonnes 
as compared to about 3.023 million tonnes in 1978-79. The local demand for ce- 
ment is higher than the country's production. The demand is expected to rise 
further and with that in view, a comprehensive programme of expansion has been 
drawn up. According to an estimate, the demand for cement in 1982-83 would be 
6.0 million tonnes. To produce six million tonnes, the capacity required at 

90 per cent utilisation should be 6.7 million tonnes. 


To raise the desired capacity work is reported to have commence on four public 
sector projects. These are the (a) Pak-Iran Cement Project, Darwaza in district 
kalat, (b) Kohat Cement project (c) Dan dot Cement project and the (d) Thatia 
Cement Project. Of these the first three plants will have a production capacity 
of 0.3 million tonnes each and that at Thatta 0.33 million tonnes. With the 
completion of these projects in the plan period the installed capacity of cement 
in the country will rise to 5.28 million tonnes as against the demand of six 
million tonnes. 


In addition to the above plants, another plant of 0.6 million tonnes capacity is 
planned to bh. up in the public sector at Dera Ghazi Khan. 


Besides the put c¢ sector projects, five plants of 0.3 million tonnes each are 
being set up in che private sector. The permission for the setting of these 
plants is reported to have been given by the Government. In addition, the 
Government have approved foreign exchange loans of 100 million French francs 
each to three projects out of the French Protocol credits which will be util- 
ised by these plants for the import of plant and machinery from abroad. When 
all these plants are set up as planned the production capacity of cement in the 
country will rise to about 7.38 million tonnes per annum. -PPI

OVER 2,300 SIND VILLACéS SUPPLIED ELECTRICITY 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 7 Mar 81 p 3 


[Text] The Sind Secretary for Irrigation and Power, Mr H. M. Dahar, said on 
Thursday that about 2,303 recognised villages in the province have been pro- 
vided with electricity since 1975. 


He said that the electrification of all the 12,000 recognised villages in Sind 
depended entirely on the availability of funds. 


The Provincial Secretary was addressing a Press conference yesterday in the 
new Sind Secretariat building as part of a programme wherein the Provincial 
Secretaries are currently detailing the progress and the development in their 
respective departments. 


Referring to this year's programme for Sind, he pointed out that Rs 62.3 mil- 
lion would be spent on the electrification of 353 villages in this financial 
year. 


He disclosed that 64 villages had been electrified until December last year, 
and work on the remaining schemes was proceeding satisfactorily. 


Mr Dahar stressed that development work on the power side in Sind had begun 
only in recent years, as against Punjab and the NWFP where it had been going for 
a much longer period. 


He said that due to the continuously rising demand the present power supply 
position had reached a saturation point. The situation would only ease after 
the commissioning of the 500 KV transmission line from Guddu to Jamshoro which 
is expected some time in 1983. 


Mr Dahar said that after the commissioning of this line Sind would be linked 
to the national grid system for electricity from Tarbela. 


He said that the current year WAPDA's programme on the power side included con- 
struction of 500 KV line between Guddu and Jamshoro and construction of 8 Grid 
stations. 
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rv added that out of eight stations five would be of 132/ IKV and three of 
/TIKV, 


We pointed out that besides Karachi, having an installed capacity of 680 Mege- 
watte with the Karachi Nuclear Power Plant, Sind had powerhouses at Guddu (in- 
stalled capacity 430 MW) Sukkur (installed capacity (50 MW) Hyderabad (installed 
capacity 44 MW) and Kotri (installed capacity 80 MW), 


Agencies add: 


Talking about Irrigation he said that over 10.80 lakh acres of land in Sind 
province is waterlogged and another 80 lakh acres was saline. 


We added chat out of a total of 14.4 million acres of land in the province, 

13.2 million acres was agriculture land. Of this area 3 lakh acres wae water- 

logged with O-5 feet underground water level and 7.87 lakh acres with 5-10 feet 

— ground water level. Below 10 feet the land is safe from water-logging, 
added. 





He said that in Sind, districts of Thatta, Badin and Sanghar and part of Thar- 
parkar, Hydeabad and Nawabshah were badly affected areas. 


Mr Dahar explained at length the drainage schemes undertaken in Sind province 
since 1959, 


He said that during the current fiscal year Re 4.566 million have been allocated 
for drainage and reclamation projects. Out of this Re 2.768 million is proposed 
to be spent on two new small surface drainage scheme, namely Mithri and Jaskani, 
for drainage and reclamation on an area of 8,000 acres in Khairpur district 

which, at present, was totally lying waste as it was submerged by sub-soil water. 


The Provincial Secretary also said that all the major canals in the Sind province 
were being used to their maximum discharge capacity to provide adequate water for 
irrigation purposes. 


Giving an example of increased water flows in the canal network of the province 
he said the Rohri Canal has a designed capacity of 10,800 cusecs but now about 
15,00 cusece was flowing from it. [as published] 


He said to increase the discharge capacity the embankments of the major canals 
have been raised. 


Mr Dahar said Provincial Governor, Lt-Gen §S. M. Abbasi has instructed the irri- 
gation department to undertake the work of controlling waterlogging and salinity 
in the province on the small scale so that immediate problems of the small farmers 
could be overcome.

CHROME-MINING PROJECT--Quetta, March 8--The Baluchistan Development Authority 
has prepared a project for scientific mining of chrome and its commercial exploi- 
tation in the Zhob Valley.

Of this, 7,500 tonnes have been exported to North 
Korea, according to the official sources here. On the basis of survey con- 
ducted by foreign and Pakistani geologists the chromite reserves in the Zhob 
Valley have been estimated at four million tonnes. These reserves are enough 
for establishing a ferro-chrome plant with annual capacity of 14,500 tonnes.

VIOLENCE ERUPTS IN SOUTHERN PHILIPPINE CITY

[Text) Manila, 17 Mar (KYODO)--Violence erupted anew in the southern Philippines 
City of Zamboanga Tuesday when seven heavily-armed men fired at a group of persons 
conversing at 4 street corner, killing an army lieutenant and wounding his six 
civilian companions, sources from the city said. 


The sources said the local police described the incident as 4 case of vendetta 
killing involving army troopere and former guerrillas of the Moro National Libera- 
tion Front (MNLF), which is fighting for autonomy in southern Philippines. 


Police identified the victim as Lieutenant Kalib Estino, 4 paratrooper assigned 
with the southern command in Zamboanga City, some 850 kilometers south of Manila. 


The sources said the victims were felled by bullets exactly in the same spot 
where six civilians, including grade echool children, were killed by former MNLF 
guerrillas last year in what police also described as a personal grudge between 
soldiers and ex-rebels. 


There is general panic among residents on the peace and order situation in 


Zamboanga City, where killings have remained unsolved and suspects have remained 
at large, the sources added.

SUSPECTED NPA GUERRILLAS KILLED IN CENTRAL PHILIPPINES

[Text] Manila, 19 Mar (KYODO)=-Violence erupted in two areas of central and 
southern Philippines Tuesday, resulting in the deaths of at least 19 persons and 
the wounding of 10 others, military sources here said Thursday. 


Fourteen suspected guerrillas of the underground New People's Army (NPA) were 
slain and 10 soldiers were wounded when they clashed for several hours in a vil- 
lage in eastern Samar, some 528 kilometers southeast of Manila, the sources said. 


The sources said the dissidents escaped, leaving their dead and several firearms 
and documents. 


On the same day, the sources said, armed men believed to be NPA dissidents 
massacred five farmers in a coastal village of Buenavista, Agusan Norte, about 
800 kilometers southeast of the capital. 


In a related development, six other farmers were killed in the same fashion in 
two other villages of central Philippines last Sunday, military reports said. 


The reports said the victims were aleo members of local militias of the two vil- 
lages in Pio Duran, Albay, about 320 kilometers southeast of Manila.
